ILLIAM the third by the grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France an: 
$ Jreland, Detender of the Faith, &c. To all and fingular :\rch-bilhops, Bilhops, 
Arch-deacons, Dcans and their Officials, Parſons, Vicars, Curates, and all other 
Spiritual perſons ; and allo to all Juſtices of the Feace, Mayors, Sheriffs, Bailifts, Con- 
ſtables, Church-wardens, Chappcl-wardcens, Headboroughs, Collefors tor the Poor 
' and their Over-ſcers: And allo to all Offcers of Citics, Poroughs and Tow ns Cor- 
porate, and to all other Our Officers, Miniſters and Subjets whatſocver they be, 
as well within Liberties as without, to whom tlicſc prefents thall come Greeting. Whereas it has been 
humbly repreſented to Us by the Sicur Henry Arnault, and others imployed by the Vaudojs, Inhabitants 
ot the Valleys on this ſide of the River Clxſon, that they being Subjects of France betore the late War, 
have ſince the concluſion of the Peace, through Popith cruclty, been Excludcd and Baniſht from their 
Native Country, without any preſent hope of Return, but by Renouncing their Holy Religion, 
which, x yaa: the ſingular goodneſs of God, both they and their Brethren the Yaudois of Piedmont on 
the other ſide of the ſaid River, have hitherto kept undehled ; being thus ſeperated from their ſaid Bre- 
thren, and driven to ſcek a place of Habitation tor themſelves and their Familics, to the number of about 
Three thouſand Five hundred Souls, deſtitute and bereft ot all means of ſubſiſlence, they muſt have pe- 
riſhed, but for the exemplary Cl:arity of the Prote:lant Cantons of Switzerland, by whom they have been 
ted and Cloathed tor theſe Five Months laſt paſt, notwithltanding another great charge they are at for 
the maintaining of Eight thouſand poor French Refugees, who by reaſon of the Scarcity there, arc like- 
wiſe obliged to ſeek a Retreat elſewhere : But that now the ſaid /audois and the ſaid Frexch Reſugces, 
having obtained ſome waſte Lands to Inhabit in the Countries ot ſome ot the Proteſtant Princes in Ger- 
many ; which Lands they are obliged forthwith to Plant, and to bring into Tillage, and being not able 
to do this of themſelves in their extream Poverty, nor even to ſubſiſt while they are doing it, have there- 
fore humbly implored Our Royal compallion, of which We take them to be very great Objects ; and 
thcrefore have thought fit to grant them Our Letters Patents, for the gathering ot the Alms of all Our 
loving Subjects, whoſe hearts God ſhall move to Contribute to the relict of their preſſing neceſlity and 
miſerv. Know ye therefore, that ot Our eſpecial Grace and Princely compaſſion, We have Given and 
Granted, and by theſe Our Letters Patents under our Great Scal of /re/and, do Give and Grant unto thc 
ſaid diſtreſſed Proteſtants, and to their Agents who ſhall be lawtully Authorized on their behalf, full 
Power, Licence and Authority to Ask, Gather, Reccive an! Take (according to the Rules ſpecificd in 
theſe preſents) the Alms and Charitable Benevolence of all Our loving Subjects, not only Houſholders, 
but alſo Servants, Strangers and others, within all and every the Counties, Cities, Boroughs, Towns, 
Corporate, Priviledged places, Pariſhes, Chappelries, Towns, Villages, Hamlets, and all other places 
whatſoever in this Our Kingdom of [reland, Wherefore We Require and Command all and ſingular the 
Arch-biſhops and Biſhops of all the Provinces and Dioce:!es within this Our Kingdom of Jreland { unto 
whoſe Paternal care and inſpeQtion, We chiefly recommend the e7etual Execution of thele Our Letters 
Patents) that they and every of them, do give a particular Recommendation and Command to all the 
Parſons, Vicars and Curatcs of all and every the Pariſhes and other places, as well within Libertics a5 
without, within their reſpective Dioceſſes, for the advancement of this fo pious and charitable a work. 
And Our further Will and Pleaſure is, that the faid Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, do require their reſpective 
Chanccllors, Vicars General and Commiſſaries, that within 'Ten days after the true Copics of theſe Our 
Letters Patents ſhall be delivercd to them, to cauſe the ſame to be delivered by their reſpective Appa- 
ritors to the ſaid Parſons, Vicars and Curates, of all and every the Pariſhes and other the placcs, as well 
within Liberties as without, within the reipective Dioceſſes to which they belong, tor which the aid 
—_ to be allowed out of every Brief ſo delivered, Four pence only. And the faid Parſons, Vicars 
and Curates, upon the Fifth day of May next, appointed ſor a day of General Faſling and Humiliation, 
or upon the Sixtcenth day of the ſaid Month, ſhall deliberately and affeCtionatcly Publith and Declare the 
tenor of the ſame unto our ſaid veg Subjects, and earneſtly perſwade, exhort and ſtir them up to 
contribute freely and cheartully towards the reliet of theſe diſtreſſed Chriſtians. And the Churc!:- 
wardens are allo hereby required on the Week days next following the faid Faſt day, or the id 
Sixteenth day of May ncxt, to go from houſe to houſe, to ask and receive from all the Pariſhioners 
as well Maſters, Miltretſes and Servants, as others in their Families, their Chriſtian and charitable con- 
tributions, and to take the names in Writing of all ſuch as ſhall contribute thereunto, and the Summ 
or Summs by them reſpectively given : And after ſuch Colle&tion made, they are in | 
the reſpective Inhabitants, on rhe ncxt Lords day following, to Subſcribe the whole Summs upon the 
ſaid Bric's under their Hands, and alfo to Enter them into Books of Accounts for the faid Parithcs and 
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eliver the fame to the ſaid Parſons, Vicars and Curates rcfpeAtivelv. And the fail 
d Curates, are to ſend the faid Moneys, together with the faid Bricts, unto their re- 
ſpeive Chancellors, Vicars General and Commiſlaries ; and the faid ſeveral Chancellors, Vicars Gene- 
ral and Commiſſaries, to the reſpeQive Biſhops of the ſeveral Divceſles, as herein aſter is declared and 
direted. And for the better pertormance of this ſo pious and charitable a work, the ſaid Parſons, Vicar : 
and Curates reſpectively, are required, where conveniently _ may, to accompany the Churcl:- 
wardens in asking and receiving the contributions, or procure ſome other of the chiet ot the Inhab!:- 
rants in the ſaid Parithes reſpeQr:cly, to do the ſame. 

And Our further will and pleaſure is, and We do hereby for the better advancement of theſe Our pious 
Intentions, Will, Require and Command the Biſhops, and all other Dignitar.ces of tae Church, that they 
make their Contributions diltinaly, to be returned in the ſeveral Provinces to the reſpeZtive Arch-Bitl;ops 
of the ſame. And alſo that all Our _ Subjects of this Kingdom, oft what Dignity, Degree or 
Quality whatſoever, may Maniteft their Zeal in ſo good a Work; We do Recommend it to all Heads and 
Governors of Colledgcs and Halls in Our Univerlity of Dublin, an alſo to the Judges and Officers ot all 
and every Our Reſpective Courts at Dublin, an\ the proteiTors of the Law both Common and Civil by 
* their ſeveral Bodics and Sccierics, that they and every of them will Contribute their Free and Charitable 
Benevolence herein. And Laſtly, Our Will and Flealure is, that the Church-Wardens of every Pariſh 
where theſe Our Letters patents thall be read, do Collett the Charity ot each Pariſhoner in manner atore- 
ſaid, and do pay the ſame within Ten UJiys unto the Parſon, Vicar or Curate of their reſpettive Parithes, 
which faid Parſon, Vicar or Curate, inall after the receipt ot the ſaid money, make return thereof, 
together with the Printed Briets to his reſpeQive Chancellor, Vicar General and Commillaries as 
atoreſaid, after the Fealt of IWhirſontide next, and where there is no Incumbent, the Collefor or ColkRors 
ſhall pay the ſaid money to the reſpective Chancellor, Vicar General and Commiſſaries as atorclaid ; 
And the Chancellor, Vicar General and Commiſſaries of the ſeveral Diocelſles ſhall return the faid 
Colleion within Ten days next after the receipt thereof, unto ſome one of the Commillioners hercatter 
named. And We do hereby Authorize and appoint Fohn Methuen Eſquier, our Chancellor of our King- 
dom of Jreland, the molt Reverend Father in God Michael Lori Arch-8ith2p of Ardmazh, Primate of all 
Ireland, Narcifſns Lord Arch-Biſhop of Dublin, William Lord Arch-Bihop of Caſtel, John Lord 
Arch-Biſhop ot Tuam, Our Commiſſioners ot the Revenue in this Kingdom, The Reverend Father in God 
Kichard 1.ord Biſhop of Meath, The Reverend Father in God Wi/{zam Lord Bithop of Xildare, The 
Reverend Father in God Sr. George Lord Buhop of Clogher, the Reverend Fathcr in God Edward Lord 
Biſhop of Dows and Conner, Sir Richard Pyne Knight, Lord Chiet Juſtice of our Chict Place, Sir John Hely 
Knight, Lord Chief Juſtice of our Common Pleas, Robert a Lord Chief Baron of Our Exchequer, 
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Robert Roc Eſquire Our Attorney General, Ala Eſquire Our Sollicitor General, Ou 
Lord Poon Our City of Dublin, the Sheriffs and Aldermen thereof for the time being, Door 


George Brown, Provoſt of the Colledge of Dablin, Ferome Ryves Dean of Saint Patricks, Dublin, Dean Samue! 
Price, Dean Theophilus Harriſon, Dean Samuell Syng, Dean John Francis, Sir Robert King Knight, Stephen 
Ludlow, William Palmer, William Robinſon and James Bomnell E\quires. And they or any five or more of 
them, are to diſpoſe of . ſuch ſums as ſhall be Colleed, either in whole or in part, according to the 
Accounts and Memorials which ſhall be ſent by Mr. Phillip d Hervart Our Envoy Extrordinary in 
Switzerlaud, and George Stepny Eſquire, Our Envoy Extrordinary at the Court of Brandenburgh whom We 
have expresſly charged to take care of the Settlement of the Yaudois and French Refugees in the Domini- 
ons of thoſe Princes who ſhall Receive them and Grant them Lands, and to whom we have ſent politive 
Orders-not to Diſtribute any thing, but according to the Eſtabliſhments which ſhall be ſigned by tte 
Miniſters and Captains of the Youdojis and the French Committees that ſhall be Appointed in thoſe places ; 
to the end all the moneys may be imployed to the beſt Uſes, and given only to ſuch as are in a Body or 
Society, whereby the Memory and Name of the YVaxdois may be ever preſerved, and to Contribute to the 
ſettlement of the poor French Proteſtants, who thall be obliged to leave Switzerland. And We do hercby 
Dire and and Command, that the ſaid ſeveral Chancellors, Vicars General and Commiſſarics, ſhall, and 
do make returns to their reſpective Biſho and thoſe reſpetive Biſhops, unto the Commiſſioners 
above-named or any five of them of what ſums they have received and the time when, And that their 
reſpeQive Accounts be Stated in words at __ and not in figures only, and ſubſcribed with their Own 
Hands. In Witneſs whereof, have cauſed theſe our Letters to be made Patents to continue for one 
whole year from the Date hereof and no _ Witneſs Our Right truſty and Right Wellteloved 
Couſins aad Counſellors, Charles Duke of on, and Henry Earl of Gallway, our Juſtices and General 
Governors of Our ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, at Dublin, the Seventeenth Day ot April, in the Eleventh Year 


of Our Reign.
